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Bishop of Ely presents signed 
bible to Young People Of The Year 
winners on Remembrance Sunday 


In its 10th anniversary, this years Junior 
Young People Of The Year (YOPEY) awards 
went to Ramsey teenagers Corben Russell and 
Tiffany Baldwin, who were also presented 
with a signed bible at a Remembrance Day 
service by the Bishop of Ely. 

Corben, 14 of Great Whyte, and Tiffany 
Baldwin, of Fellowes Drive, won the Junior 
YOPEY prize of £300 in the KISS Communi¬ 
cations Young People of the Year, held at St 
Catharine’s College, Cambridge, on Tuesday 
3rd November. 

Anti-social behaviour 

Corben, 14, of Great Whyte read on social 
media that many young people in his home 
town of Ramsey were engaged in anti-social 
behaviour and that this reflected badly on 
all youngsters in the area. Then Corben saw 
a group of boys taunting a pensioner in a 
sheltered housing scheme in the town and he 
knew something had to be done. 

Corben discussed this with friend Tiffany, 
alsol4, of Fellowes Drive and they came up 
with their ‘Connecting the Community’ 
project to bring the generations together. 
They presented the idea to most age groups at 
their school, Ramsey College, and recruited 
30 volunteers, including older sixth-formers 
and a few adults. 

Sheltered housing 

They go along to Jones Court sheltered 


housing in Great Whyte and Ramsey Day 
Centre in Stocking Fen Road, both in their 
own and school time, and play board games 
with the residents, bake, make crafts, swap 
tales, and even knit together. 

The Bishop of Huntingdon, the Rt Revd David 
Thomson, who was on the YOPEY judging 
panel with mayors, MPs and young people 
from across Cambridgeshire, said: “Corben 
and Tiffany have changed the youth culture 
of their town and the image of youngsters 
there in a way many would have regarded as 
impossible.” 

High Sheriff 

Corben and Tiffany were presented with their 
£300 prize by Captain Victor Lucas, the High 
Sheriff of Cambridgeshire. He said: “This is a 
great idea that could be developed in a lot of 
other areas in our communities.” 

This year’s Cambs YOPEY was sponsored by 
Kiss Communications of Cambridge, Lifeplus 
Europe of Eaton Socon, Hutchinson of 
Wisbech, Spearhead International of Burwell, 
Cambridge Regional College, TTP Group of 
Melbourn and Cambridge companies ARM 
and Stratagem, and exams group Cambridge 
Assessment. 

The YOPEY charity has also received 
donations from Cambridgeshire County 
Council, The Micron Group of Ely, Cresset of 
Litlington and AbCam of Cambridge Science 
Park.

COLD CALLERS AND ROGUE 
TRADERS TARGETTHE 
WORLD OF COUNCIL TAX 


Huntingdonshire District Council has once 
again been contacted by a number of 
concerned and confused residents who 
have received calls from national claims 
companies, more usually linked to Personal 
Payment Indemnity (PPI). 

These calls are misleading in at least two 
respects. Firstly, the calls state that the 
Council has already agreed that the'banding' 
of the taxpayers property is incorrect, and 
secondly, the cold caller requests an upfront 
payment, most recently reported to be 
£69.99, to ensure that the householder gets 
their refund. 

Statutory duty 

The statutory duty to value all domestic 
property for council tax purposes lies with 
the Valuation Office Agency (VOA), not the 
Council, and they can be contacted by calling 
03000 501501, emailing cteast@voa.gsi.gov. 


uk or via the VOA pages of the Government 
website, www.gov.uk. All these details are 
provided with every council tax bill issued 
by the District Council. 

Councillor Darren Tysoe, whose executive 
responsibilities include Local Taxation, said: 
"The appeal process is completely free of 
charge, and so residents should always be 
wary of any claims company or alleged 
'advisors' asking for any monies whatsoever. 
Huntingdonshire District Council would 
never employ any company to cold call 
customers, and certainly not at the same 
time seek this type of 'commission'" 

Calls to business ratepayers 

The Council has previously warned of similar 
cold calls to business ratepayers offering to 
get them 'small business rate relief' or 'retail 
rate relief'. These reliefs can be applied 
for, free of charge, direct from the Council, 


You can help by: 


• Keeping an eye on people calling 
in the area or acting suspiciously. 

• Noting the registration numbers 
of vehicles used by cold callers. 

• Calling on vulnerable people 
regularly. Help them to find reliable 
tradespeople for any maintenance 
work that really does need to be 
undertaken on their property. 

• Inform the police to provide 
information about suspicious 
people, activity or vehicles however 
insignificant it may seem.

Dear residents, 

We're urging you to check your home 
security to help prevent a rise in burglaries 
over the winter months.

In the three months from August to October 
last year, there were 569 dwelling burglaries 
in the county, compared to 628 during the 
following three months (November-January), 
a rise of more than 10 per cent. 

We are prioritising burglary as part of a 
new campaign called Operation Hunter 
and officers are combining prevention 
work with catching and putting offenders 
before the courts. As part of the operation, 
we're also urging everyone to do their bit by 
taking precautions and making their home 
unattractive to burglars.

RECIPE OF THE MONTH 




"SERVES 


The garden is resting at the moment, 
so this month’s recipe does not use any 
garden produce but it is seasonal - a very 
good alternative to Christmas pudding. 
This is easy to make, looks like a snow 
white Christmas pudding and tastes very 
good. 

What you need: 

200gm (8oz) cream cheese 
75gm (3oz) caster sugar 
75gm (3oz) melted butter 
50gm (2oz) chopped hazelnuts 
25gm (loz) candied peel 
50gm (2oz) glace cherries chopped 
50gm (2oz) crystallised ginger chopped 
Grated rind and juice of 2 oranges and 1 
lemon 

8 trifle sponge cakes 
1 packet gelatine 

125ml (1/4 pint) whipping or double 
cream 

1. Beat cream cheese with the sugar and 
the melted butter until smooth and 
creamy. 


2. Stir in chopped nuts, peel, ginger, 
cherries and the grated zest of the 
oranges and lemon 

3. Slice each trifle sponge into three 
lengthways. 

4. Put 3-4 slices in the bottom of a 2 pint 
pudding basin. Spoon a layer of the 
cream over the sponges. Add another 
layer of sponges and then more cream 
ending with a layer of sponge. 

5. Dilute the juice of the oranges and 
lemon to 375 ml (3/4 pt) with hot 
water. Dissolve the gelatine in a cup 
with 2 tablespoons of very hot water 
and stir into the juice. Pour slowly into 
the basin ensuring the liquid reaches 
right to the bottom by pulling the 
mixture back with a spoon. 

6. Put in the fridge to set. 

7. When well chilled, dip the basin briefly 
in hot water to turn out. Whip the 
cream until thick and cover the pudding 
with it. Chill again before serving. 
Decorate with holly if you like.

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Changes to financial 
services compensation 


F rom 1 January 2016, savers will receive 
a lower guarantee on their deposits. At 
present, in the unlikely event that a UK bank 
or building society collapses, the Financial 
Services Compensation Scheme (FSCS) will pay 
compensation of up to £85,000 per person or 
small business, per authorised bank or building 
society. Flowever, from the beginning of 2016, 
the maximum amount of compensation will be 
reduced from £85,000 to £75,000. 

Under the European Union's own Deposit 
Guarantee Schemes Directive, a harmonised limit 
of €100,000 (around £73,500) is fixed across all EU 
member states. Because the value of the pound 
has increased against the euro, the sterling limit has 
been reduced to keep it at the harmonised level, 
and the Prudential Regulation Authority (PRA) is 
now required to review the limit every five years. 
According to the FSCS, most people have £50,000 
or less in savings and therefore the new threshold 
will protect more than 95% of UK savers. Flowever, 
those who are affected by the new rule need to take 
action and consider dividing their money between 
different banks and building societies in order to 
ensure their savings are fully covered. 


Flowever, consumers who have a high balance in 
the short term - for example, following a house sale 
or a 'life event' such as an inheritance or a divorce 
settlement - will receive additional protection up 
to £1m for a maximum of six months, in order to 
allow the depositor time to spread the money - 
and hence the risk - across institutions. 

FSCS protection has been expanded to include 
larger companies and small local authorities, such 
as parish councils, and their cash deposits will be 
covered up to £75,000. The PRA has also altered the 
insurance limits for compensation under the FSCS 
to increase cover for policyholders in the event that 
their insurer collapses. The changes have increased 
the limit to 100% of cover for all long-term policies, 
for professional indemnity insurance and claims 
arising from death or incapacity although the limits 
for all other kinds of insurance remain unchanged. 
It is important to remember that, if you have several 
accounts with the same bank or building society, 
or with different banks or building societies that 
are subsidiaries of the same institution, you will still 
only receive the maximum amount per person, per 
institution.

Barclay's Ramsey branch 
to close in the New Year 


Barclay's is set to shut its doors and 
leave Ramsey early in the new year, 
according to information received by 
local customers. 

Following the recent closure of the 
Natwest branch on Ramsey Fligh 
Street, local residents have expressed 
fears that they may not be able 
to bank locally, with the nearest 
branches now in Fluntingdon and 
Peterborough. 

Kathryn Kitson, Community Leader 
for North West Anglia, said:- 
"The way customers undertake 
their banking is changing as people 
increasingly use online, telephone 
and mobile devices. We must 
therefore evolve the shape and size 
of our branch network in response to 
changing customer behaviour. 

At Barclays Ramsey branch, our 
customer usage records show a low 
and falling level of transactions with a 
15% reduction alone in the last year. 
On average more than 32% of our 
customers are already using other 
branches, and this figure is even 
higher for our business customers, 
which is why we have taken the 
difficult decision to close the branch 
on Friday 26th February 2016. 

Our colleagues at Barclays Ramsey 
have been consulted about the 
change and will be given the 
opportunity to work at a nearby 
branch. 


We hope that the availability of nearby 
branches at Chatteris, Whittlesey and 
Fluntingdon, access to services at 
the local Ramsey Post Office and our 
range of digital channels will help to 
ease the transition for our customers 
as we move out of the Ramsey branch. 
We do not take the decision to 
close any branch lightly and we are 
committed to adhering to the new 
UK Government protocol on branch 
closures. All of our customers will 
receive a letter, posters will be 
displayed in branch and colleagues 
will be on hand to assist customers 
with any concerns they may have. 
We will be proactively engaging 
with local businesses and the wider 
community to discuss the alternative 
ways customers will be able to 
undertake their banking locally, 
before the branch closes on Friday 
26th February 2016." 

We understand that the Barclay's 
site has already been sold for an 
undisclosed amount, thought to be 
in the low six figure range. It is not 
yet clear who or what will occupy the 
building, which has been outfitted 
with a steel safe room and has 
additional office space on higher 
levels.

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Iliotibial Band Syndrome (ITBS) is an overuse 
injury that is very often seen in runners and 
cyclists. The Iliotibial Band (ITB) is a thick 
piece of connective tissue on the outside of 
the thigh that runs from hip to knee, its main 
role being to stabilise the knee. 

ITBS usually presents with a pain on the 
outside of the knee just above the fulcrum 
of the joint. The major cause is friction 
of the ITB rubbing of the thigh bone and 
producing an inflammatory response. This 
can be caused either by overtraining or from 
poor running or cycling mechanics. Unlike 
other injuries I've written about ITBS doesn't 
tend to discriminate between the novice 
and experienced runner, though it tends to 
affect athletes with a high mileage training 
schedule. 


All over-work and no play 
Iliotibial Band Syndrome 


For the best results, treatment of ITBS 
requires a multi-faceted approach. Very 
often I will hear suggestions of foam rolling 
or "stripping" the ITB to relieve tightness, 
however this is an unnecessarily painful 
approach with poor clinical outcomes. Initial 
treatment in acute cases should always be 
2-3 days of rest and ice before attempting 
to correct the root cause of the problem. If 
the pain has been more persistent then you 
can skip straight to the rehabilitation stage 
and be more aggressive early on with the 
treatment techniques I will outline below. 

w As with my previous articles 
I would always recommend 
following the FITT principle 
and 10% rule to help reduce 
the risk of injury 

The ITB is a non-contractile tissue (ie not 
muscular in nature), therefore if it becomes 
tight we must consider other structures 
that may be involved. To self-treat I would 
recommend regular stretching and foam 
rolling of quads, hamstrings and glutes to 
accompany a gluteal strengthening rehabili¬ 
tation program. Sports Massage on the quads 
and hamstrings would also be beneficial to 
relieve tension from the painful area. 


Prevention of ITBS can be tricky as it is often 
difficult to identify the problem before the 
injury occurs. It is always advisable to have a 
gait analysis done and to have your running 
shoes fitted appropriately. As a cyclist it is 
also important to ensure that you have the 
seat and handlebars adjusted to the right 
position for your height and biomechanics. 
As with my previous articles I would always 
recommend following the FITT principle and 
10% rule to help reduce the risk of injury. 


A number of athletes with ITBS will attempt 
to manage the pain by foam rolling before 
and after runs and while many are successful, 
following this approach as a sole treatment 
is merely papering over the cracks. It doesn't 
address the main cause of the injury and 
may end up making things worse over time. 
If you find yourself having to constantly 
manage your pain, or you have any doubts 
about how to treat your injury then I would 
advise you to see a Sports Injury specialist.

what we Leave behind 


by Matthew Alan 


Cancer seems to hold a particular resonance 
with experienced author Matthew Alan. No 
one should have to experience the atrocities 
that come with this world, but it is something 
which Alan is sadly quite accustomed to. 
Mentioning but a few of his acquaintances who 
have succumbed to this horrible disease - his 
two dogs, his father, and coaching colleague - 
it would be fair to say that Alan is writing about 
a subject he knows a lot about and has a lot 
of experience with. It may not have been very 
difficult to run away with this theme, but the 
way he has encompassed it around a woman 
who loved life makes it very compelling. 

At face value, the blurb conceals the true 
nature of the book, but the front cover (a 
hand which looks like it is reaching out for a 
baby's), gives you a promising indication that 
there are some pleasant parts, which involves 
family stability and the chance for a new life. 
Just make sure you read this in a more private 
environment to avoid the embarrassment of 
blubbing in front of complete strangers. Yes, 
that did happen to me. 

The important thing is not to label this as 
'depressing', because if you do, it ruins the feel. 
No doubt there are some very low moments, 
"People are good and bad. They will surprise 
and disappointyou any chance you give them", 
but just as you sink into the pit of despair, you 
are lifted back up again. 

Characterisation is the main selling point by 
far, no arguments with that. It is impossible not 
to become attached to Jane and to fall in love 


with her positive attitude throughout her life, 
even in times of great sadness. Without this 
vital implement, the book would fall flat. 

Alan could have structured it in a way that 
read "birth, life, death", but he mixed it up a 
bit, starting where it ends with a terrible news 
and filling it in with lot of the background 
information, both getting to know the Jane 
and to ease the blow for the reader. 

Adoption is not something that is encouraged 
enough. Although this is a work of fiction, 
there are factual elements which stop you in 
your tracks and allows for reflection. As Alan 
puts here, if children are not picked for a home, 
they are "released from the state system to 
find their own way into the world at barely 
eighteen years old... never having known 
the stability of a parent...or the guidance of 
someone that truly loved them as their own". 
So who would have thought that reading this 
book would make you appreciate everything 
that you have. "I'll never take it for granted, 
and never assume you will have more. Never". 
This is the pivotal testimony of the book. 
Although this does convey a depressing story 
(make no mistake, it is certainly sad), consider 
it a guide to finding love, dealing with an 
untimely death and being able to move on 
positively from it. It is an all consuming grief 
that can carry a person under very easily and 
Alan highlights on a number of occasions the 
importance of having family around you in 
times like this.

The themes of hatred, suspicion and greed 
go hand in hand with religious fanatics who 
poison the minds of the helpless. 

The country has been parched for months and 
months; not a drop of rain has fallen. Nowhere 
except Ruth's little cottage - a far cry from their 
bustling house in London - which is teeming 
with life in all forms. The villagers have spotted 
this and as jealousy and anger mounts, Ruth 
comes to realize that her little Eden may not 
have been a gift from the Gods. 

Just to give you a quick view into Chanter's in¬ 
terpretation of this world; from a can of soup 
to a pint of beer, the prices have sky-rocketed. 
No one drives because you need petrol which 
no one can afford and there are reports of 
people becoming homeless and succumbing 
to the famine that has taken over the UK. 

You may surmise that this book is more 
deserving of an apocalyptic label. That would 
be the case if it were just based on this alone. 
It is surprisingly centered on the feelings of 
Ruth and how different she and her husband's 
lives have become, despite being free from the 
famine. But the seclusion is slowly creeping in 
and the arrival of "the sisters" is the tipping 
point. 


Also, the characters fall short in the way they 
are much older than a typical young audience 
would expect. Therefore, many readers could 
be disappointed with how the story pans out. 
Needless to say, a picture of an impending 
apocalypse is never far from the reader's mind. 
Panning to the present, Ruth appears to be a 
middle-aged woman who is put under house 
arrest for a crime that hasn't been brought to 
light just yet. As the story progresses, more 
questions are raised and the plot thickens. 
Both Ruth and her husband are mysterious 
characters and they retain their mystery very 
well. Mark has a harrowing past he wants to 
escape from which leads them to this little 
haven, where they are given the opportunity 
to live off the land. But like every story goes, 
nothing good lasts for long and their little 
paradise starts to fall down around them. 
Ruth's internal monologue is interesting as she 
goes from a rational human being to someone 
who would rather listen to the voices in her 
head. This Jekyll and Hyde persona floats from 
past to present succinctly, but never really 
moving forward to solving anything.

Barnes gets the balance just right; you 
have a terrifying futuristic concept mixed 
with a meaty murder mystery. The target 
audience could easily be Crime or Science 
Fiction lovers. This book questions human 
psychology in terms of what the reaction 
is when people are thrown together under 
unusual circumstances. There is uncertainty 
all around the community - they don't know 
if they are the last remaining survivors on 
planet Earth - and with people dying left, 
right and centre and food and resources 
running low, it's only a matter of time before 
the balance shifts and the status quo is 
ruptured. Don't let the serene and attractive 
front cover deceive you, the content is 
quite melancholic, as it should be with post 
apocalyptic thrillers such as this, but it's the 
varied characters that really set it apart from 
the many other books in competition within 
the same field. Eva Morgan thought that her 
skills in policing would now be redundant, 
but she finds herself having to pick them 
back up to solve new crimes and catch a 
murderer before another death occurs. As 


if she doesn't have enough on her hands 
already, she has to keep the peace between 
warring factions and try not to think about 
the possibility that human kind might be on 
the brink of extinction. It's a struggle over 
power to the point of no return.

Quiet, comfortable and still packs a punch 



Eco hatchbacks are more popular than sliced 
bread at the minute, and about as good an idea. 
Economical, quiet and practical, it is everything 
the family or commuter needs. Now, the new 
Astra matches up too. 

Under the Hood 

To meet this growing demand for eco-friendly, 
fuel efficient models, Vauxhall has come up 
with the 1.6 CTDI 'whisper diesel' engine, a very 
refined and extremely energy efficient model. 
The result? Well, it certaintly lives up to the 
name. 

Now, of course, you are concerned that nothing 
happens when you put your foot down. 
However, the model we drove wasn't in fact the 
94g/km 108bhp 1.6 CDTi, but the more powerful 
version of that diesel with 134bhp and 320Nm 
of torque. In short, you get to keep the hotter 
hatch pace that adds a certain enjoyment to 
your ride, and won't leave you short when you 
have to overtake that inevitable tractor on these 
country roads. 

This does offer some compromises on economy, 
which falls to 72.4mpg while C02 emissions 
climb to 104g/km, although you get a healthy 
performance boost. While the 9.7-second 
0-60mph time doesn't sound that special, the 
in-gear performance - when you put your foot 
down from a rolling start - is impressive. The 
power delivery isn't as linear as in a modern 
petrol turbo, but neither is there a sudden surge 
as the turbo wakes up. 

In the belly of the beast 

Moving inside the cabin, the driver's seat offers 
a surprisingly high vantage point, leaving you 
with excellent views of the road ahead while the 
driver can relax in a surprisingly comfortable, 
armchair-esque seat. Alongside and in the back, 
there is plenty of room for adults to stretch 
out, while a number of clever cubby holes 
and knick-knacks help keep the interior family 
friendly, as do the hard, easy-to-clean plastic 
panels. 

There is also the new six-speed manual gearbox, 
redesigned for an improved shift quality. It's 


definitely lighter than before, allowing you to 
flick it around with ease, and I was impressed 
by the calibre of the shift, particularly with the 
cursing gears of 5 and 6. 

The rest of the package is familiar Astra, which 
means plenty of options. The touchscreen 
infotainment system is easy to use and offers a 
variety of extras, including a digital radio backed 
up by an excellent sound system, all controllable 
from the buttons on the steering wheel. In terms 
of the everyday conveniences we have come to 
expect from a modern hatchback, this motor 
has everything you will need. 


Arounds our roads? 

Many of you commented after our last review 
on how we actually road test our models. The 
answer is simple, we take them in and about 
every road imaginable, which around Ramsey 
includes dirt tracks, potholed farm roads and 
of course patchwork A-roads which are under 
constant maintenance. 

With this model, we selected a route through 
Warboys, down across the fields to Broughton, 
then along through Upwood and back into 
Bury, having already ascertained the models 



performance on a dual carriageway using the A1. 
We were also fortunate enough (or unfortunate 
enough, as I did not have an umbrella) to be 
able to test in the rain. The Astra rose to the 
challenge, with automatic wipers keeping the 
windscreen clear and plenty of grip to deal with 
the challenging wet Fen bends. 

On the test itself, the whisper engine worked 
to perfection through the villages, with barely 
a shift in noise levels between the 30 limit in 
Warboys and the 40 coming through Upwood. 
The model also handled the bumps and sharp 
turns on the road down to Broughton, with 
the suspension soaking up everything I could 
throw at it. The ride quality was exceptional 
throughout, while the extra BHP offered 
everything I needed when I hit a straight I could 
actually see down. 

In short, this is a car that is well suited to our 
locale, offers an excellent economy and drive, 
and is practical for the modern family. What 
more could you ask for.

While visiting the Nene Valley Gliding 
Club, we were fortunate to receive a tour 
and conduct an interview with Deputy 
Chairman and Ground Equipment 
Manager Peter Valentine.

Upwood, the Nene Valley Gliding club has 
become a local institution of some renown. 
Speaking to Peter, three things become 
quickly apparent. One, this is a team of 
enthusiastic, energetic people who enjoy the 
sport of gliding and the endless banter it can 
produce. Secondly, its young members mean 
the world to the organisers, who treat them as 
if they were fully fledged adults themselves. 
And thirdly, gliding is a sport like no other in 
the world. 

Hooked again 

Peter, a former motorsports enthusiast and 
retiree, spoke to me in a very profession¬ 
al-looking briefing room, complete with 
the day's charts and the remnants of airfield 
safety demonstration. I ask how he got back 
into his flying, and was immediately struck 
by the sense of community in his answers. 
Apparently, having not flown for over two 
decades, getting back into the seat was as 
simple as riding a bike. 

Has the club changed at all in his time there? 
"The clubs moved on a lot since I joined", 
says Peter, "It's now got over 70 members, 
alongside a lot of nice aeroplanes, most of 
which are owned by club members. We have 



the youngest age profile of any club in the 
county". Ah, the young pilots. Here we come 
to point number two, that they truly are what 
makes this club tick. 

The young people are the 
future 

The clubs youthful energy is not a facade. 
Having entered into an agreement with the 
Abbey College, the club attracts three or 
four new members a year, and with the aid 
of corporate sponsorship helps usher them 
into becoming fully-fledged pilots. "We see

ourselves as part of the community", says 
Peter, "In teaming up with the school, we have 
two of their A-level students who don't fly, but 
are redesigning some aspects of our winch 
as part of their coursework, which works 
extremely well". 

He also explains that "When these young 
people come to us, they are full members of 
the club. We are all equal, and they are treated 
as part of the team that enables us to fly. They 
do fly, but we also teach them to drive our 
vehicles on an active airfield. They can pull 
the cables out, and they learn to be part of the 
team that straps visitors in, keeps the flying 
log. And we have a lot of banter." 

However, there is far more to this system than 
simple camaraderie. "The life skills this gives 
them are enormous", Peter says, "They come 
here with so much more self-confidence and 
self-esteem, because they are pilots. We give 


sponsorship scheme which allows us to take 
up the costs of half their flying hours, and 
works towards a bronze certificate, which is 
the same standard as a light aircraft pilot's 
license". 

Looking for local Sponsors 

"We could do with a bit more commercial 
sponsorship" says Peter, before outlining a 
very attractive scheme which allows sponsors 
access to the club, alongside the benefits of 
bringing the young pilots through the club. 
"We don't want sponsoring as a club, we want 
sponsoring for our young pilots, because they 
are the future." 

In particular, Peter thanked the continued 
support of Burton Brothers in Ramsey, who are 
currently sponsoring club. "Burtons have been 
very helpful, they are patrons and sponsors 
of our young people and always come down
